also advertising, for if publicity is not a 
fixed item in the budget of every manufacturer, whole- 
saler and retailer, there is something lacking. The 
firm that puts up a sign and then expects business to 
come without further effort is like the farmer who 
scatters seed on the bare ground and looks for a bounti- 
ful harvest. It requires deep plowing to produce a 
crop and wide advertising to get business. Advertis- 
ing expense is quite as legitimate an outlay in any line 
of business as is rent or the wages of employes, and 
it should be so treated in making up the estimates for 
the year. 

Just what percentage of ‘the annual business can be 
profitably devoted to advertising depends, of course, 
on the nature of the business—some more, some less— 
but it is safe to say that a manufacturer cannot afford 
to spend less than 1 per cent of his annual sales for 
advertising. That is, if his sales aggregate $500,000 
a year, he can profitably devote $5,000 or more to ad- 
vertising; and if he is wise, it will be more rather 
than less. 

This appropriation should be made at the beginning 
of the year, based on the sales of the year just closed. 
The object, of course, is to increase the sales of the 
coming year, but there is another reason for a system- 
atic advertising appropriation, which is that no busi- 
ness can continue to run indefinitely on its own mo- 
mentum. As soon expect to start a train, then shut 
off steam and run it through to its destination without 
further power. On a down grade it will run for a 
long time, but sooner or later it will go into the ditch 
or come to a standstill; and the same is true of a 
business—it needs steam. Advertising is one form of 
steam. 
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Having made an advertising appropriation, wheth- 
er I per cent or more, stick to it! There are times 
when any expenditure of money in advertising seems 
unnecessary, but there is no time in the history of a 
business when advertising is unwise, provided it is 
wise advertising. Unwise advertising is unnecessary 
at any time. 

All of which leads to the conclusion that the ad- 
vertising appropriation should be carefully expended. 
Rightly handled, it will bring good returns, an annual 
increase in volume of business and a corresponding 
incre: se in the advertising appropriation. 








Out of the recent discussions in AMERICAN ARTISAN 
on the proper humidity for living and working rooms 
Practical Sidethere ought to come some practical bene- 

ofthe fit to furnace manufacturers. It is clear 

Humidity that humidity is a most important factor 

Question. in the healthful heating of any building 
and that too little attention has been paid to this fea- 
ture'in the past. The warm air system of heating is 
most readily adapted to securing the nearest approac’t 
possible to a normal degree of humidity, and with this 
advantage the furnace manufacturers should easily 
win in the competition with steam and hot water, pro- 
vided the purchasing public is impressed with the 
importance of humidity and the ease of securing it 
with a warm air heating system. 

It appears from the experiences recorded by leading 
authorities on the subject that, only an approximate 
dégree of the normal humidity can be obtained indoors 
with any system, and that without special effort to 
increase humidity the air of any dwelling or factory, 
church or school, will become drier than a desert 
No wonder, then, that people become nervous and rest- 
less, the skin parched and the sleep broken. And the 
drier the air the hotter it must be in order to keep the 
occupants warm. 

This question of humidity is being seriously dis- 
cussed in newspapers and magazines, and thousands 
of people who never before knew the meaning of 
the word in connection with the science of heating 
and ventilation are now waking up to the importance 
of moist as well as warm air. But the campaign of 
education is only begun. It must be carried on with 
ever increasing vigor until even the school children 
know that the air they breathe in the school room 
must contain a sufficient amount of moisture to make 
it healthful and comfortable. There are today thou- 
sands of teachers who know nothing of this subject. 
There are other thousands of members of school 
boards to whom the word “humidity” means nothing 
at all. There are millions of individuals living in 
heated houses and apartments who never heard of dry 
air and moist air in connection with a heating system 
and to whom all air, moist or dry, seems the same. 
These people must be educated to a proper apprecia- 
tion of the value of humidity in heating. They will 
then demand of their heating contractor the installa- 
tion of a system that provides for the maximum of 
humidity up to the normal, and about that time the 
warm air heating furnace will come into its own. 

There is another feature in this connection that is 
worth considering: it is the improvement of warm air 
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furnaces in the direction of affording a higher degree 
of humidity. The manufacturer who works along 
this line will be likely to make a hit with the trade, 
or at least with those in the trade who are thoughtful 
enough to rate at its proper importance humidity as 
an element of value in heating. 








At THE November meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the State of New York a report on commer- 
Coie education was adopted which recom- 
Education that the Chamber should co- 
for Foreign operate with the educational authorities 
Trade. for the furtherance of commercial edu- 
cation in the public schools and universities, with the 
view especially of establishing special courses in Span- 
ish and other foreign languages; that a plan be 
reported whereby the Chamber of Commerce may 
establish examinations like those of the London 
Chamber of Commerce for candidates for certificates 
of proficiency; that arrangements be made with mer- 
chants to give preference to holders of such certifi- 
cates and establish a free employment bureau for 
holders of these certificates, and invite subscriptions 
to a Commercial Scholarship Fund to aid meritorious 
graduates of the public schools in taking courses in 
commerce and foreign languages. 

To carry out these recommendations, a committee 
of prominent members of the Chamber has been ap- 
pointed, and the work is now in hand. 

It is time the schools and colleges and boards of 
trade of this country were awakening to the import- 
ance of commercial education that shall fit the student 
for international correspondence, the handling of im- 
ports and exports and the preparation of foreign ad- 
vertising. The European languages have too long been 
a neglected part of our American education. The 
study of French, German, Spanish and Esperanto 
should be encouraged in all the higher schools and 
universities, particularly in commercial schools. The 
nation is spending millions to send fighting men and 
ships to all parts of the world; it is about time that 
some money and attention were paid to the educational 
equipment of commercial men for the peaceful con- 
quest of the world. If that were done there would 
soon spring up in this country a class of men highly 
educated in the arts of international trade—a class 
that must be had if the United States is to hold its 
own in competition with foreign nations.

a few hours where “system” would have required 
as many days. It was a case where.a good man easily 
could have been spoiled by too much system; and 
m. 1y other instances might be cited. 

The world needs men of action, of initiative, and 
they are getting fewer every day. Business of all 
kinds is falling into ruts, routine, system—spevializing, 
if you will—so that the old-fashioned, all-around man 
is coming to be a curiosity. Workers aré machines. 
capable of doing one thing only and knowing nothing 
else. Left to their own resources and separated from 
their daily tasks, they would starve. This may be a 
good division of labor, making every man an expert 
in his line, but when the world’s system is fully de- 
veloped we may expect to find industrial society re- 
duced to an insufferable routine of day labor that will 
make men little better than automatons. 

It is refreshing to meet one of those “off-again, on- 
again, gone-again, Flannigan” sort of men who scorns 
conventionalities and puts the car back on the track 
and goes along about his business without asking 
leave of anyone. He is such a contrast to the red-tape 
man, who daren’t move without license and who de- 
lights in doing everything by rule. There is a place 
and a time for systematizing, but the business general 
who halts the battle to count the buttons on his offi- 
cers’ uniforms is not a fighter—he is the victim of 
his own mania for “system.” 








Wuart to say and what not to say is a practical prob- 
lem in everyday salesmanship. It is a good rule, first 
Discretion ©! 2l!, not to say anything about “the 
in other fellow.” He may be a rival sales- 
Salesmanship. man, or the dealer across the way, or a 
wholesale house or mail order house 
with which you are competing—don’t mention him 
unless you must; the less said about anyone else or 
anybody’s goods except your own, the better it will be 
for you. You can’t afford to praise your competitor 
nor to “knock” him. . Just let him alone. 

Sometimes the customer starts the conversation 
along that line by referring to the rival store or to 
goods similar to those offered which he has seen else- 
where. -It then becomes necessary to enter into the 
conversation and humor the customer to some extent, 
but the skillful salesman will quickly turn the subject 
back to his own wares and utilize the customer’s refer- 
ence to a competitor to advantage by bringing out the 
good points of his product without making offensive 
comparisons. This is often done by a wise salesman, 
and it is one of the highest qualities in salesmanship. 

Some retailers, and not a few traveling salesmen, 
make the mistake of talking about third parties in an 
uncomplimentary manner, expressing very strong 
opinions on politics, or religion, or otherwise express- 
ing themselves injudiciously, The salesman should 
remember that it is his business to sell goods, not to 
talk politics or religion, least of all to indulge in 
gossip. Many a man has turned a possible customer 
into an enemy for life by an unfortunate reference to 
some religious sect or political party to which the 
prospect adheres. And the same is. true of personal 
allusions—it is never safe to say uncomplimentary 
things about people to others who may be first cousins. 
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There is a strong vein of common sense in true 
salesmanship, as well as the “science” of selling. An 
intimate knowledge of human nature and a quick wit 
will carry a salesman safely through many a critical 
situation where a man of less perception would fail. 
Above all, don’t “knock’’! It does no good and may 
do great harm—to the knocker.

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EXPORTS OF COAL. 








The United States ranks third among the coal-ex- 
porting countries of the world, being exceeded in this 
respect by the United Kingdom and Germany. in 
Ig10, the latest year for which comparisons can be 
made, the coal exports of the United Kingdom were 
valued at 179 million dollars, those of Germany at 
104 million, those of the United States, exclusive of 
bunker coal, 45 million, and those of France, about 6 
million dollars. The exports of the United States 
have grown far more rapidly, however, than those of 
any of the countries named. Comparing the figures 
of 1910 with those of 1900, exports of coal and coke 
(exclusive of bunker coal) from the United States 
have increased from 23 to 45 million dollars, or 
practically 100 per cent. 
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The production of spelter from domestic ore in IQII 
is estimated at 273,807 short tons, and from foreign 
ore at 14,237 tons, a total of 288,044 tons, worth, at the 
average price, $33,837,000, as compared to a total of 
269,184 tons in 1910, made up of 252,479 tons of do- 
mestic origin and 16,705 tons of foreign origin.

He buys about one bolt of bleached 
muslin, or 60 yards, once a year, which is sufficient

The lock itself, from which these pictures were 
made, is 6% inches wide and 8 inches high by 2% 
inches thick, and weighs 6% pounds. 

It is all hand-wrought, bolted securely together in 
the same way, and every part worked out with great- 
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est care. Even the key is hand-made and excellently 
done. Note its peculiar construction. 

The front view here shown gives a good idea of 
the secret escutcheon, which swings on a hinge and 
is held fast by a catch. A secret spring released this 


little door, giving access to the keyhole only to one 
who knew of its whereabouts.

The rear view shows the shackle raised and the 
alarm box open. When the shackle was thus un- 
locked, it was possible to open-the alarm box, but 
when the shackle was locked the alarm box also was 
locked. It is thus shown in Fig. 1. Inside this box 
is a trigger similar in its construction and action to 
the trigger of a gun. The trigger was raised when 
the lock was made secure for the night. If at any 
time the lock was forced open the trigger would be 
released and in falling would engage a percussion 
cap, the explosion of which would give an alarm—a 
most ingenious and elaborate arrangement. The en- 
tire mechanism was secret, as will be noticed by an 
inspection of Fig. 1. Considering the fact that the 
maker of this lock could not hope for any large sale 
of locks of similar design and that he must slowly 
and laboriously work out every detail of it without

A FEDERAL BILL AGAINST DEADLY 
WEAPONS. 








Representative Sisson of Mississippi has introduced 
in the lower house of Congress a bill which provides 
for a heavy tax on all deadly weapons and cartridges 
manufactured and sold anywhere in the United States. 
The bill provides as follows: 

A tax of $10 and in addition 25.per cent of the value 
shall be paid “on each deadly weapon manufactured or 
sold, or stored in any warehouse, factory, storehouse, 
or any other place, for sale within the United States, 
by whatever name such deadly weapon may be called.” 

The tax shall apply to all “pistols, dirk knives, bowie 
knives, sword canes, stillettos, brass or metallic knuck- 
les, and all other instruments commonly known as 
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deadly weapons which it is in violation of law to carry 
concealed.” 

A tax of one-tenth of 1 cent shall be paid on each 
cartridge of 22 caliber or less and of one-fifth of 1 
cent on each cartridge of a larger caliber. 

Internal revenue stamps prepared by the secretary 
of the treasury shall be attached to each weapon and 
box of cartridges by the manufacturer or dealer and 
canceled when offered for sale, the cancellation show- 
ing the date and initials of the cancelor. 

Any person violating the act shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than $1,000 or by imprisonment for 
not more than six months, or by both.

There is a coupling ring provided with an internal 
flange externally encircling the pipe and the ring 
screw engaging the threads of the tubular extension. 
The pipe has upwardly oblique branches at its upper 
end and water delivery members, the inner end por- 
tions of which are coupled to the branches and are 
angular to the outer end portions of the members. 
There is a motor in the casing rotatively operable by 
the water entering the latter, and driving connections 
between the motor and the lower end of the pipe 


which protrudes into the upper portion of the casing.

AMERICAN HARDWARE IN CHINA. 


Trade in American hardware in China, says Consul 
General George E. Anderson, has almost disappeared 
in Hongkong and has decreased both actually and com- 
paratively in China, though imports of foreign hard- 
ware in China as a whole are showing a constant and 
promising increase. The imports of hardware into all 
China returned by the Chinese Imperial Maritime Cus- 
toms in 1910 were valued at $807,502, as compared 
with $656,454 in 1909 and $652,031 in 1908. 

Dealers in Hongkong report that American goods 
are liked, but the better grade American goods are not 
so well known and are somewhat more expensive than 
a similar grade of British goods, and the cheaper 
grades of American goods are not cheap enough to 
compete successfully with the cheaper German goods. 
The actual import of hardware in all South China and 
Hongkong remains about the same in volume and gen- 
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eral trade as it has been for the past five years, the ma- 
terial change in the trade in China generally being noted 
in North China. Imports from the United States into 
all China, however, fell from $99,917 in 1906 to $97,- 
723 in 1907, to $75,676 in 1908, and to $50,826 in 1909. 
Shipments to Hongkong, which were never large, have 
fallen off in similar proportion. 

A very few American hardware novelties, a few 
American tools, scissors, and the like, and a fair vol- 
ume of American locks are now being imported. Deal- 
ers generally say that if the trade were pushed it could 
readily be increased materially, but that with competi- 
tion so close and with the matter of prices, qualities, 
and other varying elements so uncertain, it is difficult 
to secure business except by sale by a direct repre- 


sentative.

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FROM CREDIT TO CASH SYSTEM. 





Recent discussions in AMERICAN ARTISAN on the 
advisability of changing from the credit to the cash 
system of selling hardware and stoves at retail have 
resulted in widespread interest. The question is being 
discussed all through the West and even in Canada. 
Many of the Canadian dealers are taking the step and, 
in fact, the movement in favor of cash trading seems 
to be more pronounced in Western Canada than in 
the United States. The Canadian hardware journal, 
Hardware and Metal, in a recent issue reported that 
several leading hardware dealers in the Dominion had 
turned over a new leaf in the matter of credits. 

Whyte & Orr, of Daysland, Alta., announced the 
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change in a full-page advertisement in the local paper, 
using the space to explain the reasons why they are 
taking the step. They said: 

. “We are making this change after careful and de- 
liberate consideration, and are satisfied it’ will result 
beneficially both to our customers and ourselves. 
Under present conditions the customer who pays cash 
or pays his bills promptly has to make up for all who 
are slow pay and those who never pay. It also re- 
quires an elaborate system of bookkeeping which costs 
both time and money, frequent sending out of ac- 
counts, using both stationery and stamps, and the 
tying up of a large sum of money, which would en- 
able us to carry a bigger and better stock of goods at 
lower prices. 

“We estimate we can save you five per cent on your 
hardware over present prices—may be more—when 
we have the new system well tried out and know ex- 
actly what it will do. 

“It will be our aim to give our customers the best 
quality, best service and best prices possible, and we 
hope to receive the same kind consideration from the 
public as has been extended to this store since its 
establishment six years ago. 

“All accounts will be rendered on November 1 and 
we ask for prompt and speedy settlement of the same.” 

A. Symon, hardware dealer of Thessalon, Ont., 
started to run a cash business on the first of the.pres- 
ent month and is annduncing the fact through the'daily 
papers in the following wise: 

“Symon is adopting a cash business starting No- 
vember 1. All outstanding bills must be paid by De- 
cember I or proceedings will be at once taken for 
the recovery thereof, so do not fail to come and 
settle.”’ 

In announcing the impending change, the Wetaski- 
win Hardware Co., of Wetaskiwin, Alberta, rather 
ingeniously urge the fact that the public will profit. 
They say: 

“We have decided to take this opportunity of mak- 
ing money for our customers by going into the cash 
business when we open up in our new store. From 
then we will invite the comparison of our prices with 
those of the catalogue houses.” 

Cleland Bros., of Meaford, Ont., recently changed 
over and they state that they are so well pleased with 
the cash system that they “would rather go out of 
business than return to the credit way.” 

In making up their books at the beginning of 1910, 
they found that they were carrying no less than 
$18,000 in charge accounts. At the close of the year 
they were agreeably surprised to find that, with the 
cash system in operation for eight months, their total 
business was only $25 less than the previous year— 
and it was all spot cash and did not entail one bad 
debt. 

Joseph T. Henderson, of Niagara Falls, Ont., re- 
cently changed to the cash system. 

A customer made a purchase shortly after the 
change had been made and saw the clerk make out 
a counter check, deducting a discount at the bottom 
of the check. 

“What is that for?” he asked. 

“Why,” said the clerk, “you know we are doing a 
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cash business now and we can afford to sell at lower 
prices.” 

“Then do you mean to tell me I have been paying 
higher prices for the accommodation I have been get- 
ting ?” 

“That’s about what it amounts to,’ was the reply. 
“Of course, it costs more to run a credit business and 
we have to get the money by charging higher prices.” 

“Well, I have been a fool!” exclaimed the customer. 
“T have had the money in the bank all the time, and 
I could have paid on the spot for everything I bought.’’

Build a 
chimney square and not excessively large and it will 
draw.

Last Saturday night, following my custom of years, 
I opened the AMERICAN ARTISAN, perused its pages 
carefully, read all the new “ads,” looked for Sidney 
Arnold—he always has something to make you listen.

IMPORTANCE OF TEMPERATURE AND 

HUMIDITY. 








A hot, dry atmosphere is about as bad as hot, damp 
air for the workroom. Much of the mystery of sud- 
den headaches, fatigue, indisposition and poor work 
is explainable if conditions of temperature and hu- 
midity in the working quarters are ascertained. Dr. 
W. A. Evans says that a great many working places 
are kept unnecessarily warm. Some of these could be 
made cooler without much trouble. If they were kept 
cooler the employes would work faster and more con- 
tinuously, to the gain of the employer and, paradoxical 
as it may seem, to the gain of the employe. A part of 
them have been constructed with so little regard to 
principles of heating and ventilation that no escape is 
possible except through occasional reductions of tem- 
perature by blowing out the room. This must neces- 
sarily interfere with the working routine, but the gain 
in the periods of labor is sufficient to compensate. 

But there are some trades which, on their present 
bases, demand that the employes should work in rooms 
at high temperatures. Among such employes are 
bakers, confectioners, cooks, stokers, engineers and 
florists. 

If the air is neither too hot nor too dry its capacity 
for harm is greatly decreased. As a general rule hot 
working places are also humid. Perspiration does not 
evaporate readily and the men lag in their work. On 
the other hand, Cornet thinks that miners do not have 
more consumption than they do because mine air is 
saturated with moisture. 

Many of the employers who run hot shops could 
gain in factory costs by lowering temperatures. Sev- 
eral methods might require changing. For instance 
would it not be better to change the inks and rolls 
in a printing establishment so that they would work 
at lower temperatures rather than change the men so 
as to work them at higher temperatures. The latter 
cannot be done without great loss in efficiency. Even 
kitchens and bakeries can be cooled, the men would 
work better, and the product would not be harmed.

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LABOR COST SHEET AND BID FILING CARD.

No contractor can afford to guess at what the labor 
on each new job will come to. Whenever he does this 
he is experimenting over and over again, and always 
in an uncertain manner, for he either loses out of his 
own pocket, or will cause the customer to think he has 
been imposed on when he compares a new bill with an 
old one and finds the price too high in reference to a 
similar amount of work done at a previous time. This 
cannot be helped when there is no way of recording 
all work, as to material and labor especially, for no 
man can carry all the details connected with a business 
under his hat. Those who do this usually make se-

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rious blunders in either draining their own pockets 
or overcharging, or in some other way that will cause 
the best customers to do their trading elsewhere. 

Then, too, if a firm does considerable contracting 
without keeping records of previous jobs, they will 
have to go over every minute item and then guess at 
the labor again ; while if they would record their work, 
then on many jobs they could secure immediate data 
by simply adding to or deducting from the record 
on file. Of course, the writer knows there are sel- 
dom two jobs alike, and that the only safe way is to 
dig down into details of every prospective job; but 
where an employer has a steady customer he must 
deal squarely with him, and for this reason a great 
many jobs can be sized up, compared, and a very 
conservative estimate given. 

The main item on most every job is labor, as the 
amount of material should come out the same no mat- 
ter who figures it, while labor can only be judged by 
the men who execute the work. Too often does one 
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employer make his bids conform to a competitor’s 
bids; this is poor business, for there are seldom two 
mechanics on an equal when it comes to laying out the 
work, assembling or erecting it. Then when one em- 
ployer bases his bid on his competitor’s skilled me- 
chanics when his is not up to the standard, he should 
lose on the job; because every employer of men must 
compute their estimates by the methods they employ 
in the shop and by the ability of the men working for 
them. 

As an assistance for the employer who wants to 
tabulate and record the number of hours required to

produce a certain job Fig. 1 has been prepared, and 
will answer the purpose for either a large or small 
shop. One of these sheets is handed to each employe 
in the shop, who must hand it in at the completion of 
each job. As will be seen the first column is for the 
number of the job; the second is for tabulating the 
number of hours it has taken to lay out the pattern 
for the job; the third is for cutting all the material ; the 
fourth is to show how long it has taken to form the 
total material to its proper shape; fifth is for putting 
the work together in the shop, while sixth is for 
keeping track how long it has taken to finish the work 
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on the outside. Then when work is sent out of town 
and requires crating this is also tabulated with the 
time it has taken to cart the goods to the freight 
house. These two items are usually omitted when 
computing the bid, and where a great deal is to be 
shipped the expense in crating and carting would sum 
up to considerable. And where there is old work to 
be wrecked to make place for the new the mechanics 
doing this must tabulate the time it has taken, so when 
the job is finished and the sheet handed in to the office 
the bookkeeper can arrange them all on another sheet 
in proper form, which may be filed for future ref- 
erence. 

Now, where more data is to be filed after the work 
of a contract job is completed, a bid filing card sim- 
iliar to the one shown in Fig. 2 may be used. This 
card is numbered in numerical order, dated, with the 
purchaser’s name and the location of job inscribed in 
proper place; then the nature of work, a cornice, for 
instance, the number of feet required in the entire 
work; also the width of girth or stretch out of mate- 
rial. Then the quality of material—black, galvanized, 
or tin; the gauge or weight of material used. Next, 
the number of sheets of material required or the num- 
ber of pounds of material. to complete the work. 
Under “miscellaneous” all other items are recorded, 
as solder, nails, rivets, paint, scaffolding, etc. Labor, 
such as mechanics’, apprentices’ and helpers’ may be 
put down as so many hours and at so much per hour 
in both assembling and erecting. All these items are 
then figured up and compared with the bid as sub- 
mitted, after which the gain or loss, and percentage 
are determined. When the standing of the job is 
known, and the weak places found, then notes may be 
made of all items to be improved on the next esti- 
mate to be computed. Under the heading of remarks 
such other data may be written in order to guard 
against similar points the next time. When -this card 
is made out to the employer’s satisfaction, then it is 
to be dated when filed and signed by the person filing 
it. Of course, every employer understands that these 
sheets and cards are not fixed rules; but, on the con- 
trary, they can be rearranged and altered to suit the 
requirements of any particular business. 
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BUYING ROOFING STEEL BY WEIGHT. 








‘The purchase of goods by weight rather than by 
measure 1§ coming to be quite the fashion. A sug- 
gestion has been made by the Inland Steel Co. of Chi- 
cago that this practice be extended to the buying of 
roofing and siding. This company gives out this sug- 
gestion in the form of a tip to buyers of roofing, say- 
ing, “When you order roofing or siding specify its 
weight per square (100 square feet), and when the 
sheets come, weigh them.”’ 

This advice would be of no particular value to the 
buyer who does not know what such sheets ought to 
weigh, so the company adds, “If you haven’t a table 
showing what galvanized or painted roofing ought to 
weigh, write us, and we will send you the official speci- 
fications.” Legalized custom permits a variation of 
2% per cent either way ; but it should vary both above 
and below and not always below.” 

This is a tip well worth the attention of buyers of 


roofing and siding, and the offer to furnish the table 
mentioned may well be taken advantage of. -In writing 
for it address the Inland Steel Co., First National 
Bank Bldg., Chicago, and mention AMERICAN 
ARTISAN. 





A NEW FORMING MACHINE. 





A new type of tinners’ machine has been put on the 
market by the Peck, Stow & Wilcox Co., 24 Murray 
St., New York City. It is a forming machine known 
as the Square Pan and Box Forming Machine No. 436, 
and is specially designed for forming square or irregu- 
lar shaped boxes, covers, pans, etc. In practical use 
it has been found of great value for forming blanks 
with cut-out or notched corners. 

The illustration shows the machine and samples of 
its work. The blank to be formed is placed in line with 
a suitable gauge between a “V”-shaped forming blade 
and die bed. A depression of the foot treadle forms 
each end, one at a time, into proper shape, with abso- 
lute accuracy. With proper die beds this new former

is adapted for flaring and straight work as shallow as 
4 inch and as Steep as 5% inches. The length’ of die 
bed is 25 inches, but the work that can be formed 
depends greatly upon the depth.

BATTLE OF CORINTH. 





The presentation of a yearly calendar is usually only 
a prosaic commercial transaction—the selecting and 
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minutes, one-half of the immediate defenders and 
more than one-half of the attacking party were shot 
down. Mr. Auld’s brother, who was Mr. Conger’s 
first cousin, mortally wounded by a fragment of shell 
by the immediate side of Mr. Conger, was carried to 
the rear on a stretcher by his two brotheys, as shown 
in the picture, and later, during the absence of the last 
mentioned, was buried in an unknown grave. Imme- 
diately following the battle, the original sketch was 
sent to Cincinnati, and shortly after, lithographed 
copies were jointly sold by Messrs, Auld & Conger 
to other members of their brigade, so that thus, and as 
fellow soldiers, began the business partnership that 
continues to the present time.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The tone of the iron and steel markets continues 
firm and the outlook for the New Year as indicated by 
the events of its first week is decidedly hopeful. Prices 
generally are well maintained. In tin plate the ten- 
dency is upward and mills are holding to their sched- 
ule of prices while production is increasing. In copper 
the advance has been so pronounced that on certain 
copper products like rivets and burrs quotations have 
been temporarily withdrawn. In the iron and steel 
market the specifications now on the books insure to 
the mills operations at from 80 to 100 per cent of ca- 
pacity for the next three months. January specifica- 
tions are as yet an unknown quantity but are expected 
to be of the usual proportions in a normal year. 

Car building is active. The various railroads have 
ordered heavily for the coming year. The latest fig- 
ures show 59,507 cars built in 1911 and 135,740 cars 
ordered, an excess of 76,233 cars in orders, this being 
the start given to the shops for the new year in addi- 
tion to the number on the books at the beginning of 
IQII. 

In general hardware the outlook is good. Stocks 
are at low ebb and must be replenished if anything 
like the usual volume of business is done during the 
coming year. Buying, both by dealers and the public, 
has been limited to actual needs, so that any new buy- 
ing movement will not be checked by large stocks in 
Already the inquiry is improving as 
Leaders in the 


dealers’ hands. 
prices show a tendency to, advance. 
trade anticipate a prosperous year. 


TIN PLATE. 

Early deliveries are urged by many buyers, and 
this, together with the fact that the specifications for 
the first half of the new year are large, has made 
it necessary for the mills to run on full time. Prices 
are very firm on the previously announced basis of 
$3.30 to $3.55 f. o. b. mill. 

The tin plate basis for Chicago is $4.05 for 14x20, 
100 Ibs., and $8.10 for 20x28. 


SHEETS. 

On an improved demand prices are firm. Mills 
are quoting on a Pittsburgh basis of 1I.goc, a dollar 
a ton advance from the minimum quoted a week 
ago. The majority of the mills will contract to July 
Ist at the present prices, but in one or two instances 
mills refuse to contract ahead without a premium. 

We quote: Black sheets, 28 gauge, $2.35; galvan- 
ized, $3.35; blue annealed, $1.85, Chicago. 

COPPER. 
The market is very firm and advancing and 15- 


cent copper is now predicted. Owing to the uncer- 


tainty in values of the metal, prices on some copper 
products have been withdrawn, notably rivets and 
burrs. 

The Government's statistics for 1911, of which we 





give a digest in another column, show that the pro- 
duction of blister and Lake copper was 11,000,000 
pounds larger than 1910. The production of refined 
copper based on the statistics issued by the Copper 
Producers’ Association is likely to be 25,000,000 
pounds less than in 1910. A portion of this differ- 
ence can be explained by the fact that the imports 
fell off 8,000,000 pounds and the balance of the dif- 
ference represents an increase in the stocks of copper 
under process of refining, which will be shown in 
statistics during the first quarter of 1911. 

Preliminary estimates place the consumption in 
1911 at 700,000,000 pounds, whereas last year the con- 
sumption, as measured by the domestic deliveries to 
consumers, was almost 750,000,000 pounds. How- 
ever, owing to the increase in exports and the de- 
crease in the refinery output the stocks of refined 
copper in producers’ hands on December 3Ist are 
likely to be 25,000,000 pounds less than at the begin- 
ning of the year. 

These statistics explain in large measure the basis 
of the present copper situation. 


TIN. 

Tin broke sharply this week, New York spot prices 
were down to 44.50 cents at the opening, as against 
the previous close of 45 cents. A drop of £4 in the 
London spot price caused the break. On the sur- 
face it appeared to New York traders that a large 
amount of the syndicate’s January interest had been 
liquidated quietly, but there was a disposition to dis- 
trust surface indications, traders having been caught 
disastrously in what appeared to be a similar move- 
ment several months ago. One market authority ad- 
vanced the suggestion tentatively that large Far East- 
ern shipments had had something to do with the top- 
pling prices. Few traders, however, cared to pin 
themselves down to a definite opinion and the trade 
was very much at sea. 

Complete statistics for December show arrivals at 
Atlantic ports, 4,296 tons; domestic deliveries, 3,700 
tons; Straits’ shipments to all points, 5,765 tons; 
stocks in United States, 1,494; afloat to Atlantic ports, 
1,735 tons; world’s visible December 31, 16,514 tons, 
as against 17,194 a year ago and 16,630, November 
30, 1911. December shipments from the Straits to 
Great Britain were 4,775 tons, to the continent 480 
tons and to the United States 510 tons. Total Au- 
stralia shipments were 425 tons. 

Later in the week tin prices fell off still more both 
in New York and London. The New York spot price 
dropped from 44.25 cents to 42.35 cents, and the Lon- 
don spot price was off £10, a decline since a week ago 
from £206 to £191. The market broke when it be- 
came known that the English syndicate was selling 
tin. 


COKE. 


The market is strong and advancing, as is usual at 
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the close of the year, due to uncertain labor condi- 
tions and the desire on the part of buyers to lay in 
stock. For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry 
coke, $2.00@2.40 is quoted for prompt shipment. 
Standard 48-hour Connellsville coke is quoted at $1.70 
@1.75 for prompt shipment and $1.75@1.85 for ship- 
ment over the next six months. 





BARS. 

The steel bar mills are now well filled with business 
and have assumed a firm attitude, although occasion- 
ally quoting a trifle below the Pittsburgh basis of 1.15¢. 
Not much new business is being received. Iron mills 
are still slack of work, but are doing a little better than 
formerly. 

The mill price on steel bars at Chicago is 1.28c to 
1.33¢, Chicago, iron bars at 1:15c. to 1.20c, Chicago, 
and hard steel bars, rolled from old rails, at 1.15c¢ to 
1.200. 


COKE. 

Nearby and first half coke is firm at $1.70@1.80 
and producers are declining contracts beyond July in 
anticipation of disturbances in the coal fields. 

For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry coke 
$2.00/@2.40 is quoted for prompt shipment. Standard 
48-hour Connellsville coke is quoted at $1.70@1.75 for 
prompt shipment and $1.75@1.85 for shipment over 
the next six months.

New York delivery is unchanged at $4.45 and East 
St. Louis averages 4.34%, with narrow fluctuations 
between $4.30@4.35. Soft: Spanish lead was high at 
£15 15s and low at £15 8s 9d. The London market 
for soft Spanish lead is quoted at £15 12s 6d. English 
lead is £ 2s 6d. 


SPELTER. 


The market is quiet and prices unchanged. The 
total production for 1911 broke all records—the pro- 
duction from domestic sources alone exceeded the total 
production for any previous year in the history of the 
industry, and exceeded the domestic production for 
any previous year by more than 21,000 tons. Stocks 
of spelter in smelters’ hands on December 15th were 
9,025 tons as compared with 23,232 tons at the close 
of 1910, and 17,788 tons on July 1, 1911. 

The apparent consumption in 1911 was 38,000 tons 
greater than 1910, but as the U. S. Geological Survey 
says in its report, “it is to be noted that the apparent 
consumption is abnormally large, indicating that stocks 
other than those at smelters have appreciated.” 





ANTIMONY. 
The market is easier. Prices are $7.75 for Cook- 


son’s, $7.6214@7.75 for Hallett’s, and $6.75@7.00 for 
ordinary brands. The London market ‘is quiet. 


PIG IRON. 
Prices are unchanged, at the recent advance. There 
is a little iron available for prompt shipment at $10, 
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Birmingham, but furnaces are not active in seeking this 
business. Some interesting figures came out in the 
annual statistics. One authority stated that there are 
10 new blast furnaces in course of construction, while 
the blowing in of furnaces which have been out of 
blast for some months will show a total of 237 stacks 
i operation by the middle of January, as against 231 
stacks in operation last April during the highest point 
of production of the year. Production of all grades 
of pig iron in I911 is estimated at 23,844,183 tons, 
as against 27,298,545 tons in’ 1907, the record year. 
It is estimated that with all stacks now in the field and 
those under construction, the capacity of the United 
States will be 38,000,000 tons in 1913. 


The Republic Iron & Steel Co. announced the sale 


of 10,000 tons of Southern iron for export shipment. 
It is understood that the price was at the level for do- 
mestic consumers. There is a fair amount of activity 
among buyers in the middle West. While iron pro- 
ducers in the South announce that they have advanced 
their prices to $10.50 there is still iron to be had at 
$10 for the first quarter and prompt delivery. Eight 
additional stacks have been blown in within the ten 
days just passed. The Iron Age estimates 1911 pro- 
duction of pig iron at 23,750,000 tons.

Matthew Addy & Company of Cincinnati, Ohio, in 
their market report of January 6, 1912, say: 

If well begun is half done, then half the year in the 
iron trade is going to be pretty fair. Certainly the year 
starts well. Inquiry is better than normal and buying 
has been satisfactory. There have been less than the 
usual Holiday troubles. One thing is particularly notice- 
able—consumers have not shut down as long as is cus- 
tomary for the closing up, inventory and repair season 
incident to the end of the year. It looks as if the con- 
cerns that really used the iron and turned it into final 
shapes for the ultimate consumer were busy. It is cer- 
tain that there is a steady drain on the reserve stocks of 
iron in furnace yards. We ourselves are not doing busi- 
ness with a single furnace that has not in the past ninety 
days largely cut down the iron it accumulated during the 
dull periods of the not remote past. From the way iron 
is being melted we anticipate that before the middle of 
the year most of the merchant furnaces will be having 
difficulty in filling their orders. 

The outlook is decidedly promising. Trade has been and 
is reviving at an amazing rate and, while prices are still 
too low to be attractive, yet all conditions point to a bet- 
terment in this direction.
